The  Hollywood  Bowl  lies  at  the 
junction  of  Highland  and  Cahuenga 
Avenues  in  Hollywood  and  within  the 
city  limits  of  Los  Angeles.  It  com¬ 
prises  an  area  of  about  sixty-five 
acres  of  hills  and  valleys,  completely 
secluded  from  the  noise  and  hurry  of 
the  busy  streets  surrounding  it.  The 
narrow,  bottle-necked  entrance  wid¬ 
ens  rapidly  into  a  level  floor  of  about 
five  acres,  from  which  the  hills  rise 
five  hundred  feet  on  all  sides.  On 
the  south  side  of  the  floor  of  the 
Bowl  a  gentle  cup-shaped  slope  rises 
in  a  little  valley.  The  mouth  of  this 
canyon  is  closed  by  the  structure  of 
the  stage  and  work  rooms.  Benches, 
with  a  capacity  of  twenty-five  thou¬ 
sand,  have  been  placed  on  the  slope 
in  front  of  the  stage. 

This  wonderful  natural  amphithea¬ 
tre  has  been  the  scene  of  three 
seasons  of  Summer  Concerts  and 
of  other  events  that  have  made 
community  and  musical  history.  The 
names  and  artistry  of  Alfred  Hertz, 
Emil  Oberhoffer,  Alice  Gentle,  Mme. 
Schumann-Heink,  Galli-Curci,  Louis 
Graveure,  Ossip  Gabrilowitsch,  Walter 
Henry  Rothwell.  Elizabeth  Rothwell 
and  many  others  have  drawn  many 


thousands  to  the  Hollywood  Bowl  tO' 
worship  at  the  shrine  of  music. 

Annually  on  Easter  and  Christmas 
days,  services  are  held  here  which 
thrill  with  the  glory  of  the  sunrise 
and  the  inspiration  of  beauty.  Simply 
to  number  the  uncounted  thousands 
who  come  to  have  a  part  in  this 
great  expression  of  community  life 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  reflect 
its  influence  and  destiny.  Where  it 
will  lead  no  one  can  foretell,  but  all 
are  conscious  that  there  is  in  the 
Bowl  a  Spirit  of  Beauty  and  Friendli¬ 
ness  that  is  uplifting  and  universal.
